I.  the  Affairs  of  this  Society  be 

B condufbed  and  managed  by  a Prefi- 
dent,  four  Vice-Prefidents,  a Treafurer,  and  all 
the  Governors  i together  with  fuch  OfEcers  and 
Servants  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  thought 
neceffary. 

II.  That  all  Perfons,  who  pay  Five  Guineas 
yearly  to  the  Support  of  this  Charity,  be  Gover- 
nors folong  as  they  continue  fuch  Contribution  j 
and  all  who  bellow  Benefadlions  of  Thirty  Gui- 
neas or  upwards,  at  one  time,  or  having  paid 
> A a 


two 
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two  annual  Subfcriptions  of  five  Guineas  each, 
by  paying  a Sum  not  lefs  than  Twenty  Guineas 
at  one  Time,  may  become  Governors  for  Life ; 
with  fuch  others  as  fhall  be  eledted  from  time  to 
time  at  a General  Court.  And  that  all  Subfcrip- 
tions  of  a lefs  Sum  than  -five  Guineas  be  received 
as  Donations  only,  without  giving  any  Privilege 
to  the  Subfcriber. 

III.  That  a General  Court  (to  which  every  Go- 
vernor fhall  be  fummoned,  and  have  a Vote)  be 
held  half-yearly,  (to  wit,)  one  between  Lady^ 
Day  and  Midjammer y and  the  other  between  Mi- 
chaelmas  and  Chrijlmas,  at  Eleven  of  the  Clock 
in  theForenooni  to  take  the  Reports  of  theCom- 
mittees,  and  tranfad  fuch  other  Bufinefs  as  may 
be  laid  before  the  Court  3 and  that  every  General 

Court  confifl  of  Thirteen  Governors  at  lead:.

IV.  That  a Houfe-Committee  be  appointed 
at  every  half-yearly  General-Court,  confifting  of 
Thirteen  Governors  j who,  at  their  firft  Meeting, 
fliall  choofe,  from  among  themfelves,  a Chair- 
man for  the  enfuing  Half-year;  and  that  every 

other  Governor  who  attends  that  Committee, 

though 
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though  not  of  the  Number  chofen,  fliall  be  cfteem- 
ed  a Member  of  the  fame ; and,  in  cafe  of  an 
Equality  of  Voices,  the  Chairman  fliall  have  a 
calling  Vote,  If  the  Chairman,  chofen  for  the 

Half-year,  is  not  prefent,  the  Governors  who 

/ 

make  the  Committee  may  appoint  another  Gover- 
nor, of  thofe  who  are  prefent,  to  take  the  Chair 
during  his  Abfence,  who  flnall  a£l  in  his  Head ; 
and  it  fhall  be  deemed  a juft  Committee,  if  held 
at  the  Place  and  Time  appointed,  provided  three 
Governors  are  prefent  j and  fliall  proceed  to  do 
Bufinefs  accordingly.  The  Houfe- Committee 
lhall  have  Power  to  contra6l  for,  order,  and  exa- 
mine, the  Diet  and  Provifions,  and  all  Goods 
lent  in  by  the  feveral  Tradefmen  for  the  Ule  of 
the  Charity,  and  fee  that  they  are  bought  at  a fair 
Price  and  good  of  their  Kind  ^ to  take  Care  that 
no  Goods,  exceeding  the  value  of  ten  fliillings, 
be  fent  in  to  either  Houfe,  by  any  of  the  Tradef- 
men, without  the  Committee’s  Order  in  Writing; 
to  order  any  Conveniences  that  may  from  time 
to  time  be  wanting;  to  examine  into  theCondudt 
of  the  Officers,  Servants,  and  Patients ; to  have 
Power  to  fufpend  or  difcharge  any  of  the  faid 

Officers 
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Officers  or  Servants  for  Mifbehaviour  or  Negleft 
of  Duty,  and  to  appoint  others  to  officiate  in  his, 
her,  or  their  room,  until  the  Senfe  of  a General- 
Court  be*  farther  known  j to  infpedthe  Hofpital 
Accounts ; to  order  Payment  of  the  Bills,  after 
they  have  been  examined,  and  allowed  to  be  fair 
and  juft,  by  a Committee  of  Accounts ; and  to 
make  fuch  Rules  as  regard  their  own  Meetings 
and  Conduft,  provided  they  be  not  contradidtory 
to  any  Rule  or  Order  of  a General-Court : That 
this  Committee  meet  the  firft  *ThurJday  in  the 
Month,  at  the  General  in  Cold-Bath^ 

Fieldsy  at  Eleven  o’Clock  in  the  Forenoon ; and 

I 

on  the  other  ^hurjddys  at  St.  Martin's  U Grand 
Coffee-Houjey  at  Five  in  the  Afternoon ; or  at  any 
other  Hour  or  Place,  which  the  faid  Committee 
ftiall  find  convenient  for  the  Bufmefs  of  the  Cha- 
rity, or  (hall  adjourn  to:  And  that  the  Committee, 
at  their  laft  Meeting  before  the  half-yearly  Ge- 
neral Court,  do  confider  of  proper  Perfons  to  be 
propofed  to  the  Court  for  its  Approbation  as  a 
Houfe-Committee  for  the  nextHalftyear ; which, 
with  fuch  other  Matters  as  have  been  tranfadled 
during  the  faid  Half-year,  lhall  be  reported  in 

Writing, 
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Writing,  and  laid  before  the  faid General-Court; 
and  the  Houfe-Committee  at  their  lafl  Meeting, 
before  the  General-Court,  to  be  held  between 
Lady-Bay  dindiMidJummer,  lhall  confider  of  feven 
of  the  Governors  to  be  propofed  at  fuch  Court  as 
a Committee  of  Accounts  for  the  enfuing  Year; 
who  lhall  meet  quarterly ; two  of  whom  being 
prefent  lhall  proceed  to  Bufinefs ; of  examining 
the  Trad^fmen’s  Bills  for  the  preceding  Quarter, 
and  comparing  them  with  the  Books  ordered  to 
be  kept  at  theHofpitals;  and,  if  found  true,  they 
lhall  order  them  to  be  laid  before  the  Houfe-Com- 
mittee, who  lhall  dired  them  to  be  paid, 

V.  That  the  Prefident,  and,  in  his  Abfence, 
any  of  theVice-Prefidents,  or  the  Treafurer,  lhall 
have  Power  to  call  a General-Court,  at  any  other 
Time  than  the  ordinary  General-Courts  are  pre- 
fcribed  j one  Week’s  Notice  being  given  to  each 
Governor,  and  an  Advertifement  publilhed  in 
fome  of  the  Daily-Papers;  and  if  theHoufe-Com- 
mittce,  or  Thirteen  Governors,  by  aWriting  under 
their  hands,  defire  a General-Court,  the  Prefi- 
dent, or  Vice-Prefidents,  or,  in  their  Abfence, 

the 
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the  Trcafurer,  fhall  call  one  in  like  Manner: 
And  that  the  particular  Bufinefs,  for  which  any 
extraordinary  Court  is  called,  be  exprelTed  in  the 
Summons,  and  firft  entered  upon  and  determined 
before  any  thing  elfe  is  propofed. 

VI.  That  at  a General-Court,  in  the  Abfence  of 
the  Prefident  and  Vice-Prefidents,  the  Treafurer 
fhall  take  the  Chair ; and,  in  his  Abfence,  the 
Chairman  of  the  Houfe-Committee  j and,  if  he 
be  abfent,  fome  other  Perfon  lhall  be  appointed 
Chairman  by  the  Governors  prefent:  That  the 
Chairman  of  this  Court,  or  of  any  Committee,  (hall 
not  refufe  to  propofe  any  Queftion,  or  have  Power 
to  adjourn  or  diflblvc  the  Court  or  Committee, 
without  the  Confent  of  a Majority  of  the  Gover- 
nors prefent,  until  the  Bufinefs  be  wholly  finifhed ; 
and,  in  cafe  of  hisRefufal  to  propofe  the  Queftion, 
or  attempt  to  adjourn  or  diffolve  the  Court  or  Com- 
mittee, the  Majority  of  the  Governors  prefent 
may  appoint  fome  other  Governor  to  ad  as  Chair- 
man, as  if  fuch  Chairman  was  abfent. 

VI.  That  every  Perfon,  fpeaking  at  a Gene- 
ral Court  or  Committee,  fhall  addrefs  himfelf  to 

the 
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the  Chair  j and  no  Perfon  to  be  allowed  to  fpeak 
more  than  Twice  on  any  one  Subjeft  without 
Leave  j and,  if  two  offer  to  ^eak  at  the  fame 
Time,  the  Chairman  fhall  direft  which  of  them 
lhall  proceed  i and,  if  a Difpute  arife  on  arty 
Queftion,  fuch  Queftion  fhall  be  fairly  ftated  by 
the  Chairman,  and  determined  by  the  holding  up 
of  Hands,  or  dividing,-  as  the  Chairman  fhall  di- 
re£t  j but,  if  a Ballot  fhall  be  demanded,  before 
they  fhall  divide,  by  five  Members,  the  fame 
fhall  be  entered  on  immediately,  and  determined 
by  one  general  Ballot } and,  in  cafe  of  an  Equa- 
lity of  Votes,  the  Chairman  fhall  have  a cafting 
Vote. 

VIII.  That,  at  the  Genefal-Court,  held  be- 
tween Lady-Day  and  Mid/uminer,  the  Prefident, 
Vice-Prefidents,  and  Treafurer,  and  likewife  the 
Committee  of  Accounts,  be  chofen  out  of  all  the 
Governors;  as  alfo  the  feveral  Officers  of  this 
Charity ; who  fhall  hold  their  relpedbive  Offices 
for  one  Year, 

IX.  That  the  Minutes  of  the  Proceedings  of 
every  General -Court  and  Committee  be  read  over 

B before 
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before  fuch  Court  or  Committee  be  diffolved  or 
adjourned,  • and  figned  by  the  Chairman  j which 
lhall  be  firft  read  at  the  next  Meeting,  and,  if  ap- 
proved of,  confirmed,  before  any  other  BuCnefs 
is  entered  upon.  _ 

X.  That  there  be  a Phyfician  and  two  Apothe- 
caries, one  of  which  Apothecaries  fhall  dwell  in 
the  General-Hofpltal,  and  the  other  in  the  Houfe 
of  Preparation  5 and,  in  cafe  of  a Vacancy  by  the 
Death,.  Refignation,  or  DirmifTion  of  the  prefent 
or  any  future  Phyfician,  or  either  of  the  Apothe- 
caries, fuch  Vacancy  be  filled  up  by  the  Houfe- 
Committee,  until  the  Senfe  of  the  next  General- 
Court  can  be  known ; and,  in  cafe  of  the  Refigna- 
tion of  any  of  thefe  Perfons,  he  fhall  give  one 
Month’s  previous  Notice  thereof  to  the  Houfe- 
Committee. 

XI;  That  there  be  an  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Governors  and  Subferibers  between  Lady-Day 
and  Midfummery  on  a Day  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Prefident,  or,  in  hisAbfence,  by  the  Vice-Pre- 
fidents,  or,  in  their  Abfence,  by  the  Treafurer, 
or  by  the  Houfe  Committee^  for  an  Anniverfary 

Eeaftj 
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Feaft  i when  a printed  Report  of  the  State  of  the 
Hofpitals,  and  an  Abftra6l  of  the  Accounts  to 
• the  24th  of  March,  in  every  Year,  fhall  be  ^laid 
before  them,  at  which  titpe  no  other  Bufinefs 
fhall  be  tranfadted. 

^ XII.  That  no  Governor  fhall  be  prefent  white 
any  Demand  or  Claim  of  his  is  under  Confidera- 
tion.  - - - - 

XIII,  That  all  Ladies,  who  are  or  fhall  be 
Governors  of  thefe  Hofpitals,  may  fend  their 
Proxy  in  Writing,  to  any  Governor,  to  vote  for 
them  at  any  General  Flefllon, 

XIV.  That  all  Annual  Contributions,  paid  in 
any  part  of  a Quarter,  be  reckoned  to  commence 
the  enfuing  Quarter-Day. 

XV-  That  proper  Tables  of  the  Rules  and 
Orders,  which  relate  to  the  Condufl  of  the  Of- 
ficers, Servants^  and  Patients,  be  hung  up  in  fit 
' Places  in  each  Houfe,  as  the  Houfe-Committee 
from  time  to  time  fhall  think  proper.’

but,  if  brought  to  the  Hofpital  at  Pancras  any 
Morning  before  Nine  o’CIock,  will  be  inoculated 
and  furnilhed  with  Medicines,  as  an  Out-Patient, 
fubjedl  to  the  Diredlions  of  the  Phyfician,

III.  That  all  Perfons,  who  apply  to  be  relieved 
by  this  Charity,  fhall  bring  a Letter  of  Rccomr 
mendatjon,  figned  by  a Governor. 

IV.  Patients,  taken  with  the  Small-Pox,  being

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them  neceflary  clean  Apparel  j but  Enquiry  mull 
firft  be  made  at  the  Hofpital  if  there  js  Room^ 
that  a Difappointment  may  be  prevented. 

V.  Patients  for  Inoculation  of  Seven  Years 

/ 

old,  or  upwards,  being’ alfo  recommended  as 
above,  will  be  admitted  at  the  Hofpital  at  Pan- 
eras  every  Morning,  provided  they  are  there  be- 
fore Nine  o’Clock,  on  depofiting  Five  Shillings, 
and  bringing  with  them  neceflary  clean  Apparel. 

VI.  The  Depofit  of  One  Pound  Two  Shil- 
lings, of  the  natural  Patients,  is  returned  upon 
the  Receipt  being  produced,  if  they  are  taken 
' away  by  their  Friends,  unlefs  they  are  buried  by 
the  Charity,  or  have  broken  the  Rules  and  Or- 
ders of  the  Houfe  j by  which  Mifeonduft,  or 
running  away,  the  whole  Depofit,  and  their 
Clothes  left  behind,  will  be  forfeited  to  the  Ufe 
of  the  Charity.  The  inoculated  Patients  like- 
wife,  for  the  fame  Reafons,  are  liable  to  the  fame 
Fprfeiture  of  their  Money  and  Clothes.

' II.  That  the  Friends  of  the  Patients  be  ad- 
.mitted  to  vifit  them  on  Tuejdays  and  Fridays-, 
and  at  no  other  time,  unlefs  by  the  Appointment 
of  the  Governor  recommending,  and  with  the 
Approbation  of  the  Phyfician : (except  Governors, 
or  in  the  Prefence  of  a Governor). 

III.  That  no  Officer  or  Servant  of  the  Hofpi- 
tal,  or  other  Perfon  any  way  belonging  to  it,  pre- 
fume to  take,  of  any  Governor,  Tradefman,  Pa- 
tient, Stranger,  or  others,  any  Fee,  Reward,  or 
Gratification,  of  any  Kind,  direflly  or  indiredtly, 
for  any  Service  done  or  to  be  done,  on  account 
of  the  Hofpital,  on  pain  of  returning  the  fame, 
and  forfeiting  the  like  Sum  into  the  Poor’s  Box, 
and  of  being  immediately  difcharged.

Hundred 
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Hundred  and  Ten  Pounds,  with  a:  Condition 
thereunderwritten,  for  the  faithful  Difcharge  of 
his  Duty  as  Apothecary,  and  alfo  as  Steward  of 
the  Houfe  to  which  he  belongs ; and  alfo  for  gi- 
ving one  Kalendar  Month’s  Notice  in  Writing

V.  That  a Letter  of  Thanks  be  filled  up  by 
him  for  every  Patient^  when  difcharged,  to  be 
given  to  the  Governor  who  had  recommended 
them  ; and  alfo  a Note  for  every  Patient  to  re- 
turn Thanks  in  their  refpedlive  Places  of  Public 
‘^Vorlhip. 

Apothecary  of  the  House  of  Prepara-

I.  ^ I ^HAT  he  keep  a diftindt  Book  for  each 
^ Sex,  containing  the  Names  of  the  Pa- 
tients and  Places  of  Abode,  Names  of  the  Go- 
vernors who  recommend.  Dates  of  the  Recorn- 

mendations, 
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mendations,  the  Days  they  came  to  his  Hands, 
and  where  they  are  to  have  Notice  fent  them  of 
the  Days  of  their  Admiflion, 

II.  That  he  give  a Receipt,  or  Acknowledge- 
ment in  Writing,  to  every  Governor,  for  their 
Letter  of  Recommendation  of  every  Perfon  to  be 
inoculated,  as  the  fame  lhall  from  time  to  time 
come  to  his'  Hands. 

III.  That,  tipon  receiving  a Recommendation 
from  a Governor,  he  admit  the  Patient,  and  en- 
ter the  fame  in  the  proper  Book  immediately  j 
provided  that  fuch  Governor  has  not  at  that  Time 
a Patient  in  the  Houfe  i in  which  Cafe  he  muft 
write  a Letter  to  the  Governor,  informing  him 
that  the  Perfon  recommended  cannot  be  admit- 
ted, and  therefore  the  prefent  Recommendation 
cannot  take  place. 

IV.  That  he  acquaint  each  Governor  when 
fuch  Patients  recommended  by  them  are  admit- 
ted, and  when  he  will  have  another  Vacancy. 

V.  That  he  take,  in  Truft,  the  Patients  Mo- 
ney, upon  their  Admifiion  at  his  Houfe  i and 

fend 
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lend  it,  with  the  Acounts  of  the  fame,  to  the 
Apothecary  of  the  GeneraUHoJptal,  upon  the 
Patients  being  removed  thither ; where  it  lhall  be  , 
kept  by  the  faid  Apothecary  till  the  Patients  are 
difeharged. 

Apothecary  or  Matron  at  eath  HofpitaL 

I,  ry^HAT,  whenever  Patients  are  admitted, 
they  lhall  fee  them  properly  received  ^ 
having  firft  of  all  (in  the  Prefence  of  thofe  who 
bring  them)  taken  away,  by  a thorough  Search, 
all  their  Money,  in  order  to  prevent  the  Patients 
obtaining  Spirituous  Liquors,  or  any  thing  elfe 
that  may  be  injurious  to  their  Health ; fuch  Mo- 
ney is  either  to  be  given  back  at  that  Time  to 
their  Friends,  or  elfe,  being  fet  down  with  their 
Clothes,  in  a Book  provided  for  that  Purpole, 
to  be  kept  in  their  Cuftody,  while  the  Patients 
remain  in  the  Hofpital,  in  order  to  be  returned  to 
them,  or  to  their  Friends,  at  the  Time  they  arc 
difeharged. 

II.  That  they  likewife  at  the  fame  Time  do 
I write,  or  caufe  one  of  thofe  who  come  with  the 

Patients 
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Patients  to  write  down  in  a proper  Book,  wtaf 
Clothes  and  other  Things  are  brought  iii’  wkh 
them,  and  that  they  fign  the  fame ; and  what- 
ever lhall  be  fent  afterwards  to  each  Patient 
mufl;  be  entered  there  accordingly ; fo  that, 
whether  the  Patients  do  well  or  otherwife,  they, 
or  their  Friends,  may  be  fure  to  receive,  with- 
out any  Miftake,  all  that  belongs  to  them, 
agreeable  to  fuch  an  exa6t  Account. 

III.  That  they  inform  the  Patients’  Friends 
what  Apparel  may  be  wanted  for  them,  that  they 
may  be  properly  furnifhedj'  befides,  it  is  their 
conftant  Bufincfs  to  inquire  of  the  Patients  them- 
felves  what  their  Wants  are,  and  to  make  Appli- 
cation to  the  proper  Perfons,  that  fuch  Wants 
may  be  duly  fupplied. 

IV.  That  they  be  not  abfent  from  the  Houfe 
together,  without  Leave  of  the  Houfe-Committee 
or  Phyfician.

I,  rr^HAT  they  fee  all  the  Patients  obferve 
the  Rules  of  the  Hofpitals  5 the  Nurfes, 
and  other  Servants,  do  their  Duty  ; and,  in  cafe  of 
Mifbehaviour  or  Negle6t,  that  they  acquaint  the 
Houfe-Comnaittee  therewith. 

II.  That  they  go  round  their  refpe£live  Houfes 
every  Night,  and  fee  that  the  Patients  go  to  Bed 
in  due  Time,  viz,  ixom  Michaelmas  to  Lady-Day 
at  Nine  o’Clock,  and  from  Lady-Day  to  Michael- 
mas at  Ten  o’Clock  at  Night. 

III.  That  they  acquaint  the  Apothecaries  what 
Provifions  are  necelfary  for°  their  refpe6bive 
Houfes ; and  that  they  weigh,  meafure,  and  exa- 
mine, all  Provifions  when  they  come  in  j fee  that

they  be  good,  fuch  as  charged  in  the  Bills  fent 
therewith,  and  according  to  the  Order  ilTued  for 
the  fame  j and  keep  a daily  Account  of  the 
Quantities  ufed  by  Weight  and  Meafure,  and 
fuffer  none  to  be  wafted  or  carried  out. 
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IV.  That  they  take  care  of  all  tl)e  Houfchold 
Goods  and  Furniture  belonging  to  the  refpedlivc 
Houfes  under  their  Care,  and  be  ready  to  give 
an  Account  thereof  when  required. 

V.  That  they  take  care  of  and  keep  the  Keys 
of  the  Doors  i and  that  they  be  always  locked 
from  Michaelmas  to  Lady-Day  at  Six  in  the 
Evening,  and  not  opened  before  Eight  in  the 
Morning  j and  locked  frorn  Lady -Day  to  Mfchael- 
ma's  at  Nine  in  the  Evenhig,  and  not  opened  be- 
fore Seven  in  die  Morning,  unlefs  upon  e.xtfaUr- 
dinary  Occafions ; and  that  they-admit;  an  Officer, 
or  Servant,  refidingin  the  Hofpital,  before  Eleven 
o^’Clock  at  Night,  but  not  afterwards.

, VI.  That  they.be  not  abfent  from  their;  refpec- 
tive  Houfes,  without  Leave. of  the  Houfer-Com- 
rriittee  or  Phyfician. 

VII.  That  they' do  not  receive  any  Patient  into 
the  Hofpital  without  an  Order  of  the  Committea 
or  of  a Governor. 

VIII.  That,  if  they  know  of  any  of  the  Rules 
of  the  Hofpital  being  tranfgreffed,  they  give 

Notice 
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Notice  thereof  to  the  Houfe-Committee  at  their 
next  Meeting. 

IX.  That  they  take  care  of  what  Cloaths  and 
Apparel,  or  other  Effefls,  are  brought  into  their 
Houfe  by  the  Patients;  that  they  may  be  return- 
ed to  them,  or  to  their  Friends,  when  difcharged. 

Nurses. 

I.  they  diligently  attend  the  Patients, 

and  keep  their  Beds  in  a neat  and  decent 
Manner ; obferve  the  Orders  of  the  Matron  and 
their  other  Supciiors ; fee  that  the  Rules  made 
for  the  Patients  be  exaflly  complied,  with ; and 
that  they  behave  themfelves  with  Tendernefs  to 
the  Patients,  and  with  Civility  and  Relpedt  to 
Strangers. 

IT.  That  they  do  not  receive  any  Prefent, 
Acknowledgement,  or  Gratuity,  either  in  Money, 
Treats,  or  any  Thing  whatfoever,  from  any  of 
the  Patients,  or  their  Friends,  either  during  their 
being  under  the  Care  of  this  Charity,  or  after 
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their  Difcharge ; nor  from  any  Tradcfman,  ot 
any  other  Pcrfon. 

III.  That  they  fhall  not,  on  any  Pretence,  be 
abfent  from  their  refpe6tive  Wards,  but  that  all 
Errands  lhall  be  done  by  fome  proper  Perfons, 
by  Diredtions  of  the  Matron. 

IV.  That  they  clean  their  Wards  every  Day; 
by  Seven  in  the  Morning,  from  the  Firft  of  March 
to  the  Firft  of  O5lober ; and  before  Nine,  from  the 
Firft  of  Obloher  to  the  Firft  of  March ; and  that 
fpecial  Care  be  taken  at  all  Times  that  the  Uten- 
fils  be  kept  neat  and  clean. 

V.  That  they  do  not  convey  or  carry  out  of 
the  Houfe  any  Provifions,  or  other  Things,  be- 
longing to  it,  on  pain  of  being  immediately  dif- 
charged  and  profecuted. 

VI.  That  they  do  not  bring,  or  fuffer  to  be 
brought  in,  any  Liquors  or  Provifions,  of  any 
Sort,  to  the  Patients,  from  or  by  their  Friends, 
or  in  any  other  way  whatfoevcr.

III.  That  any  Patient  who  fhall  deface  any 
Part  of  the  Walls  or  Buildings,  by  writing,  cut^- 
ting,  &c.  fhall  make  good  the  fame  before  his 
Difcharge  from  the  Hofpital  j and,  if  none  of  the 
Patients  in  that  Ward  will  declare  who  has  done 
the -fame,  then  they  fhall  all  contribute  towards

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the  Repair  ; And,  if  the  Nurfes  of  that  Ward 
fhall  fufFer  any  Patient  to  be  difcharged,  without 
giving  Notice  thereof  to  the  Apothecary  or 
Matron,  they  lhall  all  contribute  to  pay  for  the 
fame  in  their  Stead. 

IV.  That,  if  a Patient  get  over  the  Wall,  he 
fhall  forfeit  the  whole  of  his  Money  depofitedi 
and  be  thenceforth  expelled  the  Houfe.

VI.  That  they  do  not  Swear,  Curfe,  or  give 
any  abufive  Language,  or  behave  themlelves  in- 
decently, on  pain  of  Expulfion.

X.  That  fuch  Patients,  as  are  able,  do  affili  the 
Nurfes  in  takins?  care  of  the  others  i and  do  other 
Services  in  the  Houfe,  as  far  as  is  convenient 
and  proper. 

XI.  That  the  Men  do  not  go  into  the  Wonaem 
Wards,  nor  the  Women  into  the  Mens. 

XII.  That  every  Patient  take  foch  Medicines 
as  are  preferibed  by  the  Phyficianj  and  fubmit  to 
the  Operations  judged  necelTary. 

XIII.  That,  when  the  Patients  are  cured,  they 
(hall  return  Thanks  to  the  Governor  who  recom- 
mended them  j as  alfo  in  their  refpedlive  Places 
of  Public  Worfhip. 
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
